








The American Porcelain Tradition 

illustrates objects made from .1825 until 
the present by a succession of American 
artists and factories who produced and 
worked with the translucent clay substance 
for decorative and utilitarian purposes. 

Porcelain was originally made in China, 
and in the early 18th century Europeans 
rediscovered the secret of its manufacture. 
Throughout the Colonial era into the first 
years of the Republic, Americans bought 
Chinese and European wares, with the 
exception of the attempts of Bonnin and 
Morris, who worked in Philadelphia in the 
late 18th century. The Tucker factory first 
successfully made and sold the fine body. 

In the 1850s, the United States Pottery 
Company of Bennington, Vermont, first 
made parian porcelain. Union Porcelain 
Works, at Greenpoint, New York, followed 
in the 1860s, making glazed porcelain, and, 
from then on, a succession of companies 
produced it. The show includes repre¬ 
sentative objects from both major and 
minor factories. 

To illustrate the tradition of porcelain 
manufacture, both present and past are 
represented. The show has been assembled 
through a grant by Cybis of Trenton, and all 
objects included are part of the collection 
of the New Jersey State Museum.
